O.N. 78.—Whereas, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section 1 of Section 13-A of the Representation of 
the People Act, 1950 (43 of 1950), the Election Commission 
of India in consultation with the Government of Tripura 
had nominated Shri K. Arya, IAS, as the Chief Electoral 
Officer in the State of Tripura vide Notification No. 154/TP/ 
92, dated 17th October, 1992 ; 

And whereas, while functioning as such Chief Electoral 
Officer in the State of Tripura Shri K. Arya has displayed 
incompetence on a number of occasions including but not 
restricted to the following :— 

(i) ho did not adhere to dfeal lines fixed by the Com¬ 

mission for forwarding propoals for modifications 
in polling stations. 

(ii) he did not adhere to dead lines fixed by the Com¬ 
mission for forwarding proposal for counting pro¬ 
gramme. 


(iv) he failed in co-ordinating with the State Govern¬ 
ment in providing, necessary accommodation, trans¬ 
port, security and other essential facilities for the 
smooth and independent functioning of tho obser¬ 
vers appointed by the Election Commission. 

And whereas, the Commission, on the basis of the above 
incidents of dereliction of duty has found chat Shri K. Arya 
is incompetent and inadequate to curry out effectively (he 
functions and responsibilities of a Chief Electoral Officer ; 

And whereas, in view of the forthcoming date of poll for 
elections to constitute a new Legislates Assembly for the 
State of Tripura namely, 3rd April, 1993, the time available 
for consultation with the State Government about the choice 
of a new Chief Electoral Officer of Tripura is extremely 
limited ; 

Now, therefore, as a matter of expediency and without 
formally consulting the State Government of Tripura the 
Commission in exorcise of its powers conferred on it by 
Article 324 of the Constitution read with Section 13-A of the 
Representation of the People Act, 1950 and Section 20 of 
the Representation of the People Act, 1951 and all other 
powers enabling it in this behalf, directs that Shri K Arya 
shiffi cease to be the Chief Electoral Officer of the State of 
Tripura with immediate effect and that Shri M.Damodaran 
presently Chief Secretary, Tripura is appointed to he the 
Chief Electoral Officer in place of Shri K. Arya with imme¬ 
diate effect and until further orders.
